The  1949-50  American-Egypt ian (SxP)  crop  contained  smaller  proportions  of  the  tcp  grades  and 
longer  staples  than  g innings  of  this  growth  in  the  preceding  season  according  to  the  united  states 
Department  of  Agriculture.    Approximately  62  percent  was  grades  i  and  1-1/2  this  season  against 
71  percent  last,  almost  29  percent  was  grades  2  and  2-|/2  compared  with  22  percent  a  year  ago 
and  over  9  percent  was  grade  3  and  lower  with  about  7  percent  falling  in  that  grouping  last  year. 
Staples  i-i/2h  and  longer  accounted  for  about  87  percent  of  this  season's  total  g innings  against 
almost  92  percent  a  year  earlier, 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  reported  the  1949-50  American- Egypt ian (SxP)  crop  as  totaling 
3,724  bales. 

ARIZONA;    This  season  about  92  percent  was  grades  i  and  1-1/2,  52  percent  was  grades  2  and 
2-1/2,  i?  percent  was  grades  ?  and  3- i /2  and  a  little  over  3  percent  was  grade  4  and  lower. 
Last  season  these  grades  accounted  for  approximately  52  percent,  31  percent,*  13  percent  and  4 
percent  respectively  of  the  crop.   about  86  percent  of  the  current  crop  was  i  —  i / 2"  and  longer 
compared  with  almost  93  percent  last  year. 

DISTRICT  6  OF  TEXAS:    The  PROPORTION  of  higher  grades  was  slightly  LARGER  this  SEASON  THAN 
LAST.     THE  CURRENT  CROP  CONTAINED  ABOUT  83  PERCENT  GRADES   I   AND   l-l/2,    12  PERCENT  GRADES  2  ANO 
2-1/2,   4  PERCENT  GRADES  3  ANO  3-t/2  AND  I  PERCENT  GRADE  4  AND  LOWER.     DURING  THE  PRECEDING 
SEASON  THESE  GRADES  CONSTITUTED  APPROXIMATELY  79  PERCENT,    19  PERCENT,    I   PERCENT  AND  SLIGHTLY 
LESS  THAN   I   PERCENT  RESPECTIVELY  OF  THE  CROP.     THIS  SEASON  88  PERCENT  WAS  l-l/2"  AND  LONGER 
AGAINST  91   PERCENT  A  YEAR  AGO.
